SUMMARY 

A male and female of H. ( O .) phasiana were found on Emberiza fucata Pall, and Tetrastes 
bonasia L. in the Vjazemsky region of the Khabarovsk territory and in Spassky region of the 
Primorje territory in July of 1979 and 1980. 
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
